DAVENPORT, Ia.—(INS)—A vig- 
orous defense of governmental pol-

GROWS SERIOUS 


WASHINGTON — (INS) — The 
grasshopper scourge in the west is 
one of the worst in years and nearly 
equals the historical outbreak , in 
1876, Dr. W. H. Larrimer, &h entom- 
ologist in the department of agri- 
culture, said today.

BUY IOWA COAL, 
SCHOOLS ASKED 


‘Attention of the Rural 


Boards Called to 
State Statute 


Attention of rural school boards 
Will be called by E. D. Bradley, 
county superintendent, to a com- 
munication from Agnes Samuelson, 
state superintendent of public in- 
striction, which suggests that the 
boards, as nearly as possible, catty 
out provisions of ‘the state law by 
the use of Iowa’s own domestic pro- 
ducts, as well as labor. This law 
was recently passed by the forty- 
second général assenibly. Similar 
létters have beeh sent to city s¢hool 
boards. 

Thé boards are requested to usé 
ToWa labor and products in prefer- 
tink to products from outside thé 
state, when such products are 
found if marketable quantities in 
the state and réasonably suited to 
the plirpose intended, and can be 
secured without additional cost over 
foreign products, or products fromm 
other states. , 

Purchase of Towa coal by school 
boards, which is usually done with 
the béginhing of the fall ahd win- 
ter tetms, is suggésted by the staie 
supérintendent. While its cost 
to the school in a particular part 
of the state is largely governed by 
freight rates, its suitability is a 
matter of the quality available to a 
particular school. 

The object of the communication, 
it is stated, is largely to suggest to 
the school boatds that careful con- 
sideration be given to the merits 
of deep vein Iowa coal, and its 
adaptability for use in their re- 
spective systems to the end that 
such decisions be made as will ap- 
peal to the boards’ best judgment 
as in keeping with the spirit of the 
law.

Movie Stars Use 


Less Cosmetics 
In New Pictures 





HOLLYWOOD, Calif — The use 
of cosmetics by film players has 
been reduced to a minimum through 
the science of plastic surgery, per- 
fection of cameras and by artificial 
lighting effects. Screen stars today 
use about one-tenth the amount of 
cosmetics that were necessary in 
the production of motion pictures 
ten years ago. 

Plastic surgery probably has 
contirbuted more to the appear- 
ances of Hollywood screen players 
than any other factor. Taking a 
tuck in loose skin, smoothing a sag- 
gy chin or building up sunken 
Places in the face has restored 
the beauty of many Hollywood 
stars of both sexes. On the other 
hand if a star is required to ap- 
pear older in a production, plas- 
tic surgery is again just as useful. 
By temporarily altering a player’s 
face he can be made to appear 
years older. When his work in 
the picture is completed it is a 
simple matter to restore his for- 
mer countenance unimp . 

Screen make -up is now used 
mostly by feminine stars. Many 
actors us no_ grease-paint or 
powder whatever, their complex- 
ion being of a type that photo- 
graphs correctly without make- 
up.. However, actors whose com- 
plexions require altering use a 
new product which gives a sun- 
tan effect when filmed. 

A natural sun_tan provides a good 
screen effect on the new 
“panochromic’ ’film. Pictures pro- 
duced on ‘location’ enable the 
players to acquire a natural tan. 
The new type of film is extremely 
sensitive to red while the film 
previously used was not suscepti- 
ble to bright colors. 

Improved lighting effects and 
camera technique have made ex- 
cessive cosmetics undesirable. Cos- 
metics originally were used to 
shade, broaden or narrow a play- 
er’s face, at the expense of hid- 
ing the facial changes desired. 
Artificial lighting effects now ac- 
complish thése changes but pre- 


h |serve the #tar’s facial features.

other states of these southern neighbors of ours. 

Mexicans do not seem able to find their place in our society. 
Their standards of living are such that they do not settle in 
one place and become a part of the community. Even in Texas, 
where the greatest population of Mexican extraction settles, 
you will find the peon-class colonizing in sections and living in 
unbelievable numbers in small houses, As many as_ ten to fif- 
teen families will be found nesting on a single city lot. A one- 
room cabin seems to suffice for an entire family of Mexicans 
and these cabins are built around the borders of the lot, a 
small areaway remaining’ in the center as a sort of common 
ground. 

The time should never be allowed to come in this country 
when all immigration is stopped. The United States, of 
course, has been built up by immigrants and sons and daugh- 
ters of immigrants. Many of those who attain high position 
in this country arrive in the steerage from abroad. 

The efforts of the department of labor and the immigration 
bureau to cut down and restrict immigration can be a great 
benefit to labor—provided it is not carried too far. This 
country wants industrious, immigrants from the right coun- 
tries but does not want those who do not intend to stay here 
and become a part of the picture, 


deavoring to cut down immigration in order to cut down the 
number of foreigners conipeting for jobs with Americans, 
particularly during the present economical distress, it is ex- 
pected that immigration for the present calendar year will 
sink to a new low level of around 50,000, while the campaigns 
against aliens illegally residing in the United States is expect- 
ed to bring deportations up to 20,000,” says a department bul- 
letin. . 

The first change in the tide of immigration and emigration 
was noted last November. That was the first month that 
there were more aliens who left the country than there were 
who entered. The emigrants exceeded the immigrants by 1,- 
995. The following month the tide of emigration rose to a 
point where 6,675 more left the country than entered. 

From January 1 to June 30, there were 30,482 more depart- 
ures than entrances, the exits for June alone, this year, reach- 
ing a total of 6,362. 

More aliens were refused permission to enter the country 
the past fiscal year than during the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1930. Aliens to the number of 9,774 were debarred from 
the country at ports of entry the past year, an increase of 
1/541. 

Of the aliens sent out of the country through ports, 2,437 
were sent through the port of New York, smaller numbers be- 
ing deported through other ports. The land-border deporta- 
tions amounted to 18,805, of which 5,016 were sent, over the 
Canadian border and 8,789 were deported into Mexico. 

The problem of Mexican immigration has been a serious 
one to solve. The southern cotton growers, particularly those 
who reside in Texas have fought long and bitterly to secure 
this cheap labor for the fields. The country generally would 
have no serious complaint if the Texans utilize Mexican labor,

The 
head merely becomes tired, sore, 
painful, because it is the center to- 
ward which all the impulses of the 
body travel to.

These drugs have got to be pow- 
erful to overcome nature and pain 
and in certain doses they are real- 
ly deadly in their effects. A dan- 
gerous feature in using these head- 
ache remedies i; that after a short 
time they must be continuelly in- 
creased to become effective. 

Rather should natural measures 
be used which go beyond the local 
polliative relief and get down to the 
real cause ani bring about an im- 
provement which does away with 
both the headache and the need of a 
a@ dangerous drug.
